CASE HAS PRECEDENT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—({ Exclusive

“Senator Morrill was elected to the 
Senate in 2871, for the term ending 
March 3, 1877. During his term (March 
5. 1873.) Congress enacted the notorious 
‘walary grab, raising the salaries of 
the President, the Justices of the S.u- 
preme Court, the Vice-President, the 
cabinet, the Speaker and members of 
Congress. The salary of the Secretary 
of the Treasury was raised from $8000 
to $10,080. On January 20, 1574, an act 
Was passed restoring all salaries to 
their old figures, with the exception of 
those of the President and members

NAVY YARDS ARE SHALLOW. 
PUGET SOUND DEEPEST. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—S#nator 
Gallinger has presented to the Senate 
a document known as “hydrographic 
data concerning navy yards and sta- 
tions” in order to make a permanent 
record as to the actual depth of wa- 
ter that prevails at the various naval 

yards and in t channels to sea. 

The data are’ based on information 
taken from government surveys. 

From the table it is shown the Puget 
Sound Wavy yard has the greatest 
deptfi of water, varying 37 to 61 feet, 
with Portsmouth, N. H., second with 
a depth of 33 to 37 feet, while next in 
order come Norfolk, League Island, 
Mare Island, New York. Charleston, 
Washington and Pensacola. 

From this record, Senator Gallinger 
concludes that it will be possible to 
dock the great Dreadnaughts already 
authorized only at Puget Sound or 
Portsmouth, unless the harbor and 
navy yard approaches at the other 
yards are dredged.

SILVER NOT TO HANG. 
SENTENCE IS COMMUTED.

“It would not be contended that it 
extends so far as to authorize what 
the Constitution forbids, or a change 
in the character of the government, or 
in that of one of the States. or a ces- 
sation of any portion of the territory 
o* the latter without its consent. But 
with these exceptions, it is not per- 
celved that there is any limit to the 
questions which can be adjusted touch- 
ing any matter which is properly the 
subject of negotiation with a foreign 
country.” 

The exceptions noted in the decision 
of Justice Field, declares Mr. Robbins, 
are sufficient to protect autonomy and 
& sacrifice of the latter ie not neces- 
sary in carrying out the provisions of 
the Federal Constitution.

Probably the most celebrated case of alleged misuse 
of public funds was that of Franklin W. Smith and his 
brother.

Three hours passed, while James B. Fry, who de- 
scribed the occurrence, watched and waited for the s 
outcome, At léngth the Governor emerged, smiling 
and happy. Mr. Fry went in to the President.

The story 
of old Jake Tujlwater, of whom the voters reminded 
him, is more pat today for certain aspects of charity 
than it was then for the Lincoln campaign. 

Old Jake had a fever, and, delirious, he imagined 
the last day was come, and he was required to judge 
the world. He had some rather coherent ravings, Lin- 
coln explained, although he gave. question and answer 
in his own fevered tones and dealt out justice only ta 
those of his hbors whose names occurred to him.

One of the most humorous traditions of the White

NSANITY BLUFF 
FAILS TO WORK. 


MOTHER AND SISTER CANNOT 
SAVE PRISONER. 


Jury Finds Brent Guilty of Assault 
With Intent to Commit Murder for 
Shooting His Wife During a Fit of 
Drunken Rage—Penalty Can Be 
Fourteen Years in Prison.

Mrs. Mary N. French, the mother of

dent. His sister, Mrs. Frank Perry, 
also testified to the same effect. 


The witnesses for the rosecution 


showed that Brent had purchased a re- 
volver at a second-hand store a few 
minutes before the shooting, and that 
he invested 15 cents in cartridges, with 
the evident intention of preparing him- 
self for bloody work. It was shown 
that he was almost constantly intox!- 
cated, ang made daily demands for 
money u his wife, who was trying 
to eke out an existence in the Fifth- 
street restaurant. The shooting was 
fully detailed, as well as the drunken 
actions of the defendant just before 
the attempt at murder. Sentence will 
be pronounced Saturday. 


SISTER AGAINST SISTER. 
PRISONER'S BAIL REDUCED. 
Mrs. Fay Lowenstein, charged with 


securing money and property from 
George W. Harmer, by the confidence 
route, will probably be released from 
the County Jail, today.

A felony complaint charging Frank 
McGrew with petty larceny with a 
prior conviction, willl be filed tn Jus- 
tice Austin’s court today. In the ar- 
rest of McGrew the police believe that 
for the time they have put an end 
to the smuggling of drugs to mem- 
bers of the chain gang. 

Although the officers kept very quiet 
about the affair, it was gcnorally 


known that certain “hop heads,” or 
drug fiends, on the chain gang were 
securing morphine and cocaine. A 
careful watch was kept, but the men 
worked the game so smoothly that 
9 was no chance of catching them 

McGrew has been a drug fiend for 
several years. He never steals unless 
he is under the influence of the drug, 
but at such times he takes whatever 
he can get his hands on and sells it 
to procure more cocaine. 

The courts up to this time have been 
lenient with him because of the fact 
that he cannot be morally held re- 
sponsible for his acts. About a year 
ago he was tonvicted of a petty lar- 
ceny charge, after confessing the theft 
of a suit of clothes. He served out a 
sentence of 100 days on the chain gang. 

Since his release many complaints 
of the smuggling of drugs to the mem- 
bers of the gang have been made. The 
officers state t McGrew has con- 
fessed to hiding small packages 
drugs near the places where the chain 
gang works «£0 that the members 
might be supplied most of the time.

Lincoln’s Greatness Lay in Its Ten- 


derness—This Wonderful - Posses- 
sion Won Him the Love of a Great 
Nation and Made Him Its Savior.

There 
geemed to be nothing ahead of the 
peor, hard lot of her baby boy for 
Mancy Lincoln to ponder in her heart. 
Ghe had been full content for him to 
grow up kind to his father and mother 
Gnd sister and good to their back- 
Woods neighbors, so few and far be- 
tween. The little boy's father was a 
Sough, hearty, well-meaning. rest- 
lees, shiftiess, thriftiess man, whom 
ghe had taught, after they were mar- 
Zied, to scrawl his own name.

“Thomas and Nancy Lincoln were re- 
ligteus.

Ram Lincoin. lacked in his early life, 
he had true heart culture.

child the master-key to the grandest

Even the dull and barren days of 
Zincoin’s childhood radiate with the 
Wermth of his heart: He was happy 
With his sister, two years older, and

Their mother sometimes read to them. 
@t dusk, from the Bible, “The Pil- 
grim's Progress,” and others of the 
very few books they had in those pio- 
meer days. Little Abe. only five or six 

Ts old, would work hard and lone 

bring home spicewood bushes to 
ke a pleasant odor and a brighter 
Gtelight while his mother read to them. 
The sweetness and light of those early 
Memories remained with Lincoin al- 


ways. 
Nicolay’ and Hay. his secretaries and 
hers, mention a significant lit- 
tle story of the boy Lincoln's warmth 
ef heart, which they give in Lincoln's 
own words. When asked if he could 
yFemember anything of the War of 
3812, he replied: 

“Nothing but this. I had been fish- 
ing one day and caught a little fish 
Which I was taking home. I met a 
goldier on the road, and, having been 
always told at home that we must be

The man was large and heevy, 
yet the youth carried the apparently 
lifeless body olgnty rods to a deserted 
cabin, where made a fire and 
warmed and nursed the man back to 
himself. 


Not long after this, while the fam- 
4 were moving to Illinois, théy found, 

er their heavy wagon, drawn by 
two yoke of oxen, had crossed an ice- 
filled stream, that they had left a little 
dog behind. It was late: to turh back 
with their clumsy team was out of the 
question. The rest were in favor of 
going on and leaving, “the little nuis- 
ance” behind. But Abe could see the 
dog running up end down the opposite 
bank, yelping distress. Long after- 
werd, referring to this incident, Lin- 
coln said: 

“I could not bear the idea of aband- 
oning even a dog. Pulling off shoes 
and socks, I waded across the stream 
and triumphantly returned with the 
shivering anime! under my arm. His 
frantic leaps of joy and other evidences 
of a dog's gratitude amply repaid me 
for all the exposure I had undergone.” 

While he was a captain in the Black 
Hawk War, Lincoln risked his life by 
stepping in between the muskets of 
some soldiefs about to shoot an old 
Indien spy. With flashing eyes he 
dared the crowd, saying” “Take it 
out of me. but you shan't touch this 
Indian!” He did this in spite of the 
prevalent belief that “the only good 
Indian is a dead Indian.” 

Lincoln was a knight errant in the 
cause of the lower orders of creation. 
(once, while riding along on the Highth 
Cireult of Illinois, he and his law com- 
penions laughed at the piight of a poor 
pig helplessly stuck in the mud and 
squealing lustily. But the distress of 
the animal soon overcame Lincoln's 
keén sense of the ludicrous. and in 
spite of the jeers of his comrades, he 
went back to the porker’s rescue, ex- 


eusing himself by saying: “If that 


farmer lost his pig, the poor little 
children might have to go barefoot al! 
winter!” 
another occasion his friends were 
annoyed and not a littl amused to see 
him hitch his horse and catch two 
young birds fluttering on the ground 
in the edge of a grove and go hunting 
from tree to tree until he found the 
nest from which the two fledgiings had 
falien. An hour or so later when he 
caught up with the friends they 
laughed at his childish waste of time.

It was at New Salem, Iil.. where ors 


settied after striking out in life for 
himeelf, that Lincoln earned the name 
of “Honest Abe.” Through the kind- 


-ness of his heart he seemed to endear 


himself to. everybody in the village. 
People talk sometimes of Lincoln's re- 
ligion. He knew his Rible and belleved 
in prayer and praise. But his belief 
was not formal; it was the heart re- 
ligion which is expressed by the “An- 
clent Mariner:’’ 

“He prayeth well who loveth well, 

Both man and bird and beast.” 

It was a true index to his c cter 
that when no one hired hien to’ work 
he did not allow himself to be idle. 
While staying with one of the neigh- 
bors, among whom he was always wel- 
come, he would rock the cradle, play 
with the children, joke with the young 
folks and tell his best stories to the 
aged. It was said of him, in practical 
paraphrase of the definition of “pure 
religion and undefiled.” that he used 
to “visit the fatherlees and widows in 
their affliction, and-—chop their wood.” 

One of Lincoln's law parthers once 
sald of him: 

“Lincoln*is a man of beart, aye, as 
gentile art a woman's and as tender— 
but he Ras a will as strong as iron.” 
“GREAT-HEART” IN THE WHITE 

HOUSE. 

Abraham Lincoln went to Washing- 
ton a martyr at heart. He lived cach 
day as if it were his last on earth. He 


Thad much before him which he hoped 


to be permitted to do. He found chaos 
everywhere—a panic of stateoraft in 
the North, and an epidemic of anarchy 
in the South. The leading minds of the 
country reeemed to have gone daft. 
They advocated the most hair-brained, 
foolhardy schemes. Seward, his great- 
est rival, now Becretary of State, actu- 
ally proposed that Lincoln keep his 
hands off the helm and let him, Sew- 
ard, steer the ship of state. Chase. 
McClellan, and later Stanton, each felt 
that he, and he alone, was divinely 
called to save the Unién. They did not 
belleve in their chief. The party which 
elected Lincoin looked on with misgiv- 
ings. They felt that the people had 
been carried away by increasing en- 
thusiasm; and that “the Rail-Splitter”’ 
had been washed up into the White 
House by a tidal wave of popular 
frenzy, like a stranded sea monster 
left high and dry and out of his na- 
tural! element. 

While Lincoin’s subordinates insulted 
him by patronizing hien, 

“He knew to bide his time.” 

He replied to Seward with the same 
masterful tenderness that he had ad- 
dressed his stepbrother ten years 
earlier, when John Johnston proposed 
his scheme that he sell his mother's 
land, including the quarter section that 
Lincoln had given her with his first 
$500 fee—a scheme about as foolish and 
visionary as Seward's plan for getting 
up a war with England! Lincoln had 
practiced ruling his own spirit and for- 
giving in advance; he had learned les- 
sens im self-repression, self-denial, and 
self-sacrifice while smarting under the 
sense of injustice done him by his 


jfather, who catied him lazy and a fool, 


as he lay beside his wooden shovel 
trying to study in the flickering fire- 
light—preparing himself, heart and 
soul, for these very crises in his own 
and his country’s life.

Cure for Pneumonia, Blood Poisoning 
and Typhoid Fever Said to Be 
Perfected. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
ps, Mrs.| BOSTON, Feb. 11—After two years 
work and experimenting, a vaccine 
which, it is said, will successfully 
check the germs of pneumonia, blood 
poisoning and typhoid fever, has been 
discovered in the laboratory of Tufts 

Medical School.

Dr. Timothy Leary, head pathologist 
at the echool, who said that an anti- 
toxin for these three diseases had been 
perfected and that arrangements 
would soon be made to supply physi- 
cians.

A Baby Bureau. 

The Russian mother has a baby bu- 
reau instead of a baby basket, and, in 
many ways it is a distinet improve- 
ment over the American method. Such 
a bureau is made in a special way, and 
yet one which is perfectiy adaptable 
to an old bit of unused furniture. It 
consists usually of three deep drawers 
for holding baby’s clothes. A false top 
is then put on, and arranged to slide 
backward and forward. It may be of 
any ordinary wood, as it is hidden by 
thick  uphoistering, and covered with 
chintz or cretonne. Along the two 
ends and across the back there should 
be fastened pieces of wood about six 
inches wide, which stand as a fence.

No Cause Known for Suicide of 
Secretary end Treasurer of San 
Bernardine Concern, and Last Let- 
ter to His Wife Fails to Clear up 
Mystery.

HIS STAND. 


Chief Executive Opposes General 
Good Reads Commission With 
Added Salaries or Acquisition by 
State of Out-of-Way County Trails. 
Bond issue and Construction Bills. 


Interesting to Southern California is 
the stand of Gov. Gillett in emphat- 
ically advocating the passage of Sen- 
ate bills Nos. 766 and 767, introduced by 
State Senator Betudillo, providing for 
a State system of highways at a cost 
not to exceed $18,000,000, and for a bond 
issue by the State for this expense. 

These bills provide the method of 
raising the money for the highways, es- 
tablish the law governing their con- 
struction and maintenance (subject to 
the rights of the various counties) and 
are preliminary, in so far that they 
must be indorsed by the voters of the 
State at the general election to be held 
in November, 1910, to become operative. 

In a private letter, E. C. Cooper, sec- 
retary to the Governor, diagnoses op- 
position to the bills, which has devel- 


oped in some quarters, and explains the 
exact meaning of the acts. Perfect 
harmony, he says, among ali those who 
advocate good roads would certainly 
please the Governor.
